ORANJESTAD - Today is 
World Kidney Day, when the 
populace is reminded that 
chronic kidney disease is heat¬ 
able, and possibly curable with 
early detection. It is observed 
annually oil the 2nd Thursday 
in March The worldwide ob¬ 
servance began in 2006 when 
66 countries established events 
to make their citizens more 
aware of the importance of 
their kidneys to good health 
and being aware of early 
symptoms of their malfunc¬ 
tion. 

WKD is a joint initia¬ 
tive of the International So¬ 
ciety of Nephrology (ISM) 
and the International Fed¬ 
eration of Kidney Founda¬ 
tions (IFKF). The fact that 
most farms of kidney dis¬ 
ease are treatable, is not 
well known by the average 
citizen Tins day is in¬ 
tended to spread the mes¬ 
sage across the globe through 
campaigns, raised awareness 
and revealed facts and figures 
regarding kidney disease and 
failure. 

Tire Prevalence of Chrome 
Kidney Disease (CKD) is in¬ 
creasing dramatically and the 
cost of treatment poses an 


enormous burden on health¬ 
care systems About 1 in 10 
people have some form of kid¬ 
ney damage, and eveiy year 
millions die prematurely of 
complications related to their 
kidney problems. 

The kidneys are bean¬ 
shaped organs that serve se¬ 
veral essential regulatory roles 
in all animals with a spine. 
They are essential to the uri¬ 
nary system and also perform 
in any imp ort ant r e gul ata iy 
functions in the blood, such as 


the balance of electrolytes, 
maintenance of acid-base bal¬ 
ance, and regulation of blood 
pressure (via maintaining salt 
and water balance). They serve 
the body as a natural blood fil¬ 
ter, removing wastes, which 
are diverted to the bladder. In 
producing urine, the kidneys 


excrete wastes such asurea and 
ammonium. They are also re¬ 
sponsible for die re-absorption 
of water, glucose, and ammo 
acids The kidneys also pro¬ 
duce important hormones in¬ 
cluding and the enzyme renin 

Nephrology is the medical 
specialty' concerned with kid¬ 
ney diseases, which are di¬ 
verse Individuals with kidney 
disease frequently display 
characteristic clinical features 
including the nephritic and 
nephrotic syndromes, renal 
cysts, acute kidney injury, 
chronic kidney disease, uri¬ 
nary tract infection, 
nephrolithiasis, and urinary 
tract obstruction. Various 
cancers of the kidney exist 
with the most common 
being renal cell carcinoma 
Cancers, cysts, and some 
other renal conditions can 
bemanaged withremoval of 
the ki dney. 

When renal function, mea¬ 
sured by glomerular filtration 
rate, is persistently poor, dia¬ 
lysis and a kidney transplant 
may be necessary. Although 
they are not normally harmful, 
kidney stones can he painful 
and repeated and the chronic 
formation of stones can sear 
the kidneys.

mounted by multiple nations taking place in the South 
China Sea t the Malacca Strait, and the Andaman Sea - at 
Puri beach, some 65 kilometers away from 
Bhubaneswar. Malaysia denied yesterday that the hunt 
for a missing jet was in disarray, after the search veered 
far from the planned route and China said that conflict¬ 
ing information about its course was "pretty chaotic". 

A iso yesterday, a Chinese satellite looking into the 
mysterious disappearance of Malaysia Airlines Plight 
370 observed a suspected crash area at sea, a poten¬ 
tially pivotal lead into what has been a frustrating search 
for the Boeing 777. China’s State Administration for Sci¬ 
ence. Technology and Industry for National Defense an¬ 
nounced the discovery, including images of what it said 
were 'three suspected floating objects and their sizes." 
The objects aren’t small at 13 by 18 meters (43 by 59 
feetj, 14 by 19 meters and 24 by 22 meters. The images 
were captured en March 9 - which was the day after the 
plane went missing - but weren't released until yester¬ 
day. The Chinese agency gave coordinates of 105.63 
east longitude, 6.7 no/th latitude, which would put it in 
waters northeast of where it took off in Kuala Lumpur, 
Malaysia, and south of Vietnam.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
East-West split re-opened by 
the crisis m the Ukraine har¬ 
dened yesterday when Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama threw 
Washington's weight firmly 
behind die bUkraine m its 
stand-off with Moscow. 

Obama welcomed Kiev's 
interim premier Arseniy Yat- 
senyukto the White House and 
stood by his side as both lead¬ 
ers sternly warned Russia that 
the bUkraine would not sur¬ 
render its sovereignty. 

Obama repeated that 
Moscow would face unspeci¬ 
fied "costs" if Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin does not 
back down, and rejected a bid 
to hold what he called a " slap - 
dash" referendum in Crimea. 

"Tliere's another path avail¬ 
able and we hope President 
Putin is willing to seme that 
path," Obama told White 
House reporters, sitting along¬ 
side Yatsenyuk after their talks 
the Oval Office 

"But if he does not. I'm very 
confident that the international 
community will stand firmly 
behind the Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment. " 

Yatsenyuk thanked Wash¬ 
ington for its support and de¬ 
clared: "We fight for our free¬ 
dom We fight for our inde¬ 
pendence We fight for our 
sovereignty. And we will never 
surrender" 

Breakaway leaders on 
Ukraine's Crimean Peninsula, 
backed by Putin,, plan to hold a 


referendum on Sunday to split 
from Kiev and come under 
Moscow's wing 

Russian troops backed by 
ad hoc local militias secured 
the territory in the chaotic days 
last month after Ukraine's for¬ 
mer pro - Kremlin leader Vilktor 
Yanukovych was overthrown 
by a street revolt. 

Obama said he hopes die 
crisis can be resolved through 
diplomacy, but the bUkraine 
and the West do not recognize 
die referendum and Moscow 
does not recognize the Kiev 
government 

"We have been very clear 
that we consider the Russian 
incursion into Crimea outside 
of its bases to be a violation of 
internati on al 1 aw," Ob am a 
said, underlining die depth of 
the divide. 

"And we have been very 
firm in saymg diat we will 
stand with die Ukraine and the 
Ukrainian people in ensuring 
that that territorial integrity and 
sovereignty is maintained" 

Yatsenyuk said he was 
"ready and open" for talks with 
Russia, but warned: "We want 
to be veiy clear that die 
Ukraine is and will be apart of 
die Western world "

Herbalife faces FTC inquiry 
after activist campaign

NEW YORK (AFP) - A major 
explosion caused by a gas leak 
flattened two residential buil¬ 
dings in Manhattan yesterday, 
killing two women and injur¬ 
ing 24 people as thick white 
smoke billowed mta die sky. 

New York Mayor Bill de 
Blasio called the incident "a 
tragedy of the worst kind" and 
rased concerns about a num¬ 
ber of people still unaccounted 
for after the disaster in East 
Harlem 

The explosion sparked in¬ 
evitable reminders for some 
New Yorkers of die 9/11 terror 
attacks in 20Ql that brought 
down the Twin Towers Other 
witnesses sad it felt like ai 
earthquake 

There were 15 apartments 
m the two buildings that col¬ 
lapsed, de Blasio aid city offi¬ 
cials told reporters near the 
scene at lltith Street aid Park 
Avenue, a mainly Latino com¬ 
munity. 

Around 15 minutes before 
the blast, energy company Con 


Edison received a call from ai 
adjoining apartment building 
alerting maintenance staff to 
the smell o f gas 

The explosion struck at 
around 9 3Dam and New York 
Fire Department said firefight¬ 
ers were on the scene two min¬ 
utes later 

It is the first deadly disaster 
of its kind to strike die city of 
eight ini 111 on since the Demo¬ 
crat took office m January aid 
will rase concerns about 
safety in less affluent neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

‘There was no indication in 
time to save people. We know 
we have lost two people al¬ 
ready," the mayor sad. 

"There is a tremendous 
amount of anxiety, but suffice 
it to say that every effort is 
being expended to locate each 
and ever/ one of these (miss¬ 
ing) individuals," he added. 

De Blasio was careful to 
caution that some of those 
missing could simply be safe 
elsewhere aid out o f contact 


A spokesman for New York 
Fire Department told AFP that 
firefighters were still putting 
out pockets of fire five and a 
half hours after first arriving 
on scene. 

Twenty-four people were 
injured he sad, raising ai ear- 
k er numb er o £ 2 2 grven by p c - 
lice. A police spokesman sad 
that two patients were in criti¬ 
cal condition aid five others 
were serious 

Witnesses compared the 
scene of twisted metal, thick 
column of white smoke and 
dust 1 / rubble to a wai' zone. 

Hundreds of police and 
more than 250 firefighters 
were on site with emergency 
trucks, as a dense column of 
smoke spewed into the sky 
over the Metro-North ml way 
fine, an AFP reporter sad 

The mcident forced the in¬ 
definite suspension of trail 
services m and out of Grand 
Central Station m midtown 
Manhattan.

The US Federal Trade

Herbahfe, which has been 
accused for more than a year 
by activist investor William 
Ackman of running a pyramid 
scheme, said it was “confi¬ 
dent" it would be vindicated. 

"Herb all fe welcomes the 
inquiry given the tremendous 
amount of misinformation in 
the marketplace, and will co¬ 
operate fully with the FTC," 
the company said 

"Herbahfe is a financially 
strong and successful com¬ 
pany having created meaning¬ 
ful value for shareholders, 
significant opportunities for 
distributors and positively im¬ 
pacted the lives and health of 


its consumers for over 34 
years." 

The investigation fallows 
repeated criticism of die com¬ 
pany by Ackman, head of 
hedge fund Pershing Square, 
who has described Herbahfe 
as a scam that makes money 
by recruiting more distributors 
rather than selling nutritional 
products, diet food and other 
items to consumers 

Tlie activist's l atest broad¬ 
side came Tuesday when he 
accused Herb ail fe of extend¬ 
ing the pyramid- scheme 
model to China, violating Chi¬ 
nese laws on recruiting and 
compensating sales staff in the 
pro cess.

rosion problem on Boeing 
777s that could lead to a mid¬ 
air breakup and drastic drop in 
cabin pressure. 

The revelation comes amid 
a desperate search for traces of 
the plane with 339 people on 
board, which lost contact with 
air traffic control at around 
1730 GMT Friday, about an 
hour after take-off from Kuala

Caribbean states seek 
slavery reparations 


LONDON (AFP) - Caribbean 
nations seeking reparations for 
the slavery era have agreed a 
10-point list of demands to put 
to European governments, 
their London lawyers said 

Caribbean Community 
(CARJCOM) heads a f govern¬ 
ment, meeting in Saint Vincent 
dh Monday and Tuesday, ap¬ 
proved the plan seeking a full 
formal apology, a repatriation 
programme and debt cancella¬ 
tion 

The IS-country organisation 
is targeting Britain, France and 
Hie Netherlands in particular 

The commission asserts that 
victims of crimes against hu- 
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matnty and their descendants 
have a legal right to reparatory 
justice and that those who 
have been enriched by the pro¬ 
ceeds of the slave trade have a 
case to answer. 

It also wants European coun¬ 
tries to take responsibility for 
the high incidence of hyper¬ 
tension and type two diabetes 
in tiie Caribbean and to partic¬ 
ipate in eradicating illiteracy 
The final demands are “psy¬ 
chological rehabilitation" and 
a technology transfer on the 
premise that the Caribbean 
was "denied participation in 
Europe's industrialisation". 

Martyn Day, from London 
law firm Leigh Day, said 
"This is a very comprehensive 
and fair set of demands on the 
governments whose countries 
grew rich at the expense of 
those regions whose human 
wealth, was stolen from them ' 

He said CAK1C0M had 
called far an international 
meeting. 

Day told AFP that formal let¬ 
ters would be sent to European 
countries in April

CARACAS (AFP) - Nearly 
IQQ journalists have suffered 
arbitrary arrests, robberies or 
physical attacks and harass¬ 
ment covering protests in 
Venezuela, the national press 
workers union SNTP said 
Wednesday. 

"Most of the aggressions 
earned out against press work¬ 
ers over the past month were 
by state officials,* the union 
said in a report. 

But at least 15 cases were at¬ 
tributed to "armed civilians," 
most of whom, are believed to 
be members of pro-govern¬ 
ment groups known as "colec- 
tivos," it added. 

The union reported that 97 
journalists in all, including 2S 
working for foreign news out¬ 
lets, were affected. 

Some reported being sub¬ 
jected to arbitrary arrests while 


others said they had their 
equipment stolen or were 
physically assaulted, accord¬ 
ing to the union Some re¬ 
ported a combination of all 
three. 

The union's list includes 
journalists from CNN, Tele- 
mundo, Television Espanola, 
TV Gloho, Hie Hew York 
Times, Reuters, the Associated 
Press and Agence Franc e- 
Presse. 

Anti-government protests, 
at times violent, have sim¬ 
mered across Venezuela since 
February 4, leaving at least 21 
dead. 

They have been fueled by 
public discontent with ram¬ 
pant crime, high inflation and 
shortages of basic goods, but 
crackdowns on protests by 
Venezuelan security forces 
have also stoked tension.

MADRID (AFP) - Police m 
Spam arrested a rich Lebanese 
man susp ected a f trying to buy 
the healthy liver of a poor im¬ 
migrant to receive it as a trans¬ 
plant, officials sad 
Wednesday 

They said it was the first 
such organ trafficking racket 
uncovered in Spam, which is a 
pioneer in advanced trans¬ 
plants and p erfonns more such 
operations than any other 
country in the world 

The dl-year-old, who was 
rep orte d in S p am sh me di a to 
be a Lebanese mayor, is sus¬

pected of appro aching several 
immigrants, offering 4D.0Q0 
euros (| 55, DDO) for a liver, and 
finally making a deal with a 
Romanian. 

Medics at a hospital in 
E arc el on a su sp e ct e d when 
they met the pair that there 
was not a dose relationship 
between them -- one of the 
legal conditions for such trans¬ 
plants in order to avoid traf¬ 
ficking. 

Police ivere already investi¬ 
gating the case after an Alger¬ 
ian woman in the eastern city 
of Valencia told an immigrant 
support group in June that she 
had been offered 40,0DO euros 
for her liver. 

Five people were arrested 
and accused of organ traffick¬ 
ing, including three of the 
Lebanese man's relatives and a 
Palestinian, all residents in 
Spam, said police inspector 
Esther Maldonado. 

Police would not name the 
so-called mayor or lus town 
but described him m a state¬ 
ment as "wealthy", while the 
immigrants he approached 


were “without re¬ 
sources".

The patient ended up leceiv-

citing Islamic concerns 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Three Arab countries have 
banned the biblical epic movie 
"Noah" because it. contradicts 
Islam, while three more are ex¬ 
pected to follow suit, a studio 
spokesman said Wednesday 
Qatar, Bahrain and the 
United Arab Emirates told 
Hollywood giant Paramount 
last week that the film, starring 
Russell Crowe, will not be re¬ 
leased in their countries 
Egypt, Jordan and Kuwait are 
expected to follow suit. 

Tire movie was due to open 
m Egypt on March 2o and the 
UAE on March 27, just before 
tlie movie comes out m the 
United States and a swath of 
other countries 

But a Paramount spokesman 
said: "The censors for Qatar, 
Bahrain, and the UAE offi¬ 
cially con finned the film will 
not release m their countries 
"The official statement they 



offered in confirming tins 
news is because it contradicts 
tiie teachings of Islam 1 ," he 
added, saying it was "assumed 
die film will ultimately not be 
shown in Egypt, Jordan and 
Kuwait 11 

Egypt's top Islamic body, 
the Al-Azhar institute, said last 
week that the big budget film 
violated Islam by portraying a 
prophet and should not be 
screened in die country 


Having an actor play a 
prophet "contradicts die stature 
of prophets and messengers, 
and antagonises the faithful," 
it said in a statement. Muslims 
believe Jesus was a prophet 
and was not crucified. 

Egypt has censored other 
movies in the past., including 
"The Da Vinci Code", after 
protests from the Orthodox 
Coptic Church. But it did 
allow die screening of Mel 
Gibson's 'The Passion Df' 
Christ", which depicts Jesus 
being crucified. 

The film has already an¬ 
gered some Christian institu¬ 
tions m the United States, with 
Crowe's reportedly unconven¬ 
tional portrayal of Noah. 

Last month Paramount, an¬ 
nounced that they would add 
an explanatory message to fu¬ 
ture marketing materials for 
the movie by accl aimed film¬ 
maker Darren Aronofsky.

Tire 2 9 -year-old suffered 
multiple tr auma injuries in an 
accident in 2012 Despite 
wearing a crash helmet, Ins top 


jaw, nose and both cheek 
bones were broken and he 
fractured Ins skull. 

Surgeons said that by using 
3D printing techniques, much 
of the guesswork was removed 
from the reconstruction of the 
face. 

Tire result is a face that is re¬ 
markably similar to Power's 
before the accident 

Tire team at Morris ton Hos¬ 
pital m Wales' second city, 
Swansea, used CT scans to 
create and print a symmetrical 
3D model of Ins skull, fol¬ 
lowed by cutting guides and 
plates printed to match 

In order to try to restore the 
symmetry of Ins face, the sur¬ 
gical team used CT scans to 
create and print a symmetrical 
m o del o f Pa wer's sc an 

It then cut guides and 
punted plates to match the CT 
scan. 

Tlis surgical team had to re- 
fracture Power's cheekbones, 
following the cutting guides, 
before remodelling the face 
A titanium implant, printed 
in Belgium, was then used to 
hold the bones m place. 

Power said the results were 
"totally life changing". 

He wore a hat and glasses to 
hide Ins injuries before the op¬ 
eration, but said he felt trans¬ 
formed immediately after the 
surgery. 

Maxill o facial surge on Adri an 
Sugar said the results were "in¬ 
comparable" with anything he 
had achieved before. 


Australia hatches first 
IVF shark 


MELBOURNE (AFP) - Aus¬ 
tralia has successfully hatched 
its first shark bom via artificial 
insemination with hopes that 
the development can ulti¬ 
mately be used to help breed 
threatened species, an aquar¬ 
ium said Wednesday 

Sea Life Melbourne Aquar¬ 
ium said the brown banded 
bamboo shark pup was born on 
March 3, ending a process 
winch began in September 
when aquarists collected a 
semen sample from a shark in 
Moolaolaba in northeastern 
Australia 

Tins was fro™ to tire south¬ 
ern city of Melbourne and in¬ 
seminated into tire mother the 
same day — making the pup 
the first shark to be born glob¬ 
ally via a live semen sample 
transported from one facility to 
another, Sea Life said. 

Melbourne Aquarium vet 
R.ob Jones said the birth of the 
shark -- winch is expected to 


grow from its initial length of 
Id centimetres (b 3 inches) to 
an adult size of 1 2 to 1 5 me¬ 
tres -- was a milestone in using 
assisted reproductive technolo¬ 
gy 

Tire hatching is part of a 
nine-year project into under¬ 
standing the reproductive be¬ 
haviours of' sharks, animals 
which are common in Aus¬ 
tralia but are little understood. 

The team hope their re¬ 
search will help with plans to 
manage threatened species in 
the wild, in particular the crit¬ 
ically endangered grey nurse 
shark. 

Tire egg, one of several laid 
by the shark in November but 
the only viable one, was mon¬ 
itored weekly during its incu¬ 
bation period of 112 days. 

Grey nurse sharks are con¬ 
sidered critically endangered, 
with estimates that there could 
be as few as 1,500 left on Aus¬ 
tralia's east coast

US to release 5 mn barrels from 
strategic oil reserve 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Energy Department said 
yesterday a decision to release 
five million barrels from its 
Strategic Petroleum Reserve 
was a long-planned test, amid 
speculation it related to the 
Ukraine crisis. 

The department's decision 
for a "test drawdown" of the 
huge reserve is being done to 
test new regional pipeline sys¬ 
tems in Texas and Louisiana, 
and has been under discussion 
"for many months", the depart¬ 
ment said. 

Dep ailment spokesman Bill 
Gibbons said it is required to 
undertake the test by law,, 
though the last time a test re¬ 
lease took place was in 1990. 

Since then, however, there 
have been other releases un¬ 


dertaken m reaction to events: 
m 2005. after Hurricane Kat¬ 
rina damaged pails of the cru¬ 
cial oil industry infrastructure 
along the Gulf of Mexico 
coastline, and in 2011 to 
counter global supply disrup¬ 
tions from the Libyan revolu¬ 
tion 

Tiie test is a response to the 
sharp rise in US domestic 
crude production since 2011, 
said Gibbons.

"What is happening now 
with Petrobras, with its shares 
falling, is die result of misap¬ 
propriation of public funds," 
alleged opposition Social Be¬ 
rn o crat 1 awm aker Van derl ei 
Macns after the committee's 
formation was announced 
overnight Tuesday 

The committee is due to 
travel to the Netherlands to in¬ 
vestigate allegations of bribery 
mnning into tens of millions of 
dollars. 

A former SBM employee 
has alleged £139 million in 
bribes were paid to Petrobras 
officials via intermediaries 
In turn, it is alleged, Petro- 
bras gave tiie Dutch company, 
which leases Boating oil plat¬ 
forms and vessels, preferential 
treatment for contracts 

The Dutch firm is also 
under investigation in Britain, 
the United States and the 
Netherlands, according to Va¬ 
lor Econo mi co financial daily

GENEVA(AFP) - Airlines that 
serve Venezuela are b attlmg to 
recover £3.7 billion blocked by 
die government, the head of in¬ 
dustry body IATA said yester¬ 
day, accusing Caracas of 
breaking international rules. 

"Hie Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment is blocking airlines from 
repatriating some $3 7 billion 
of their money," said Tony 
Tyler, who heads the Interna¬ 
tional Air Transport Associa¬ 
tion. Such action made it hard 
for tiie earners to cany on op¬ 
erating in the country, he said. 

"It is unacceptable that the 
Venezuelan government is not 
p 1 aym g by the rule s t o win ch it 
is treaty-bound Airlines cer¬ 
tainly cannot sustain opera¬ 
tions indefinitely if they can't 
get paid," he said, without 
naming the airlines concerned. 

Tyler said that lie had writ¬ 
ten to Venezuelan Nicolas 
Maduro asking him to settle 
the issue urgently 

Venezuelan law requires air 
tickets to be sold in non-con¬ 
vertible bolivars, the national 
currency, which the govern¬ 
ment then exchanges with the 
airlines for US dollars. But 
Venezuelan authorities ceased 


the dollar payments to die air¬ 
lines m October 2013, said 
IATA 

"Hie situation represents an 
unacceptable failure of die 
Venezuelan government to 
meet its commitments. Avia¬ 
tion provides vital connectivity 
to the Venezuelan economy. 
The government should not 
put tks at risk," said Tyler. 

According to Venezuelan 
aviation industry sources, die 
sum owed by the government 
is closer to $3.5 billion than 
$3.7 billion

US pimps can pull in $33,000 a week, 
study finds 


CHICAGO (AFP) - From 
streetwalkers who charge as 
little as $5 p er sex act to pimps 
who bring in tens of thousands 
a week, prostitution is big 
business m die United States a 
study released Wednesday 
found. 

With a plethora of massage 
parlors, makeshift brothels, se- 
cretive high-end escorts and 
overt online ads, the under¬ 
ground commercial sex econ¬ 
omy has long been biown to 
be complex and extremely lu¬ 
crative. 

The Urban Institute is the 
first re search group to come up 
with a solid estimate on how 
much money changes hands 
and how the market for sex 
works m eight US cities. 

in the tourism and conven¬ 
tion hub of Atlanta, Georgia, 
the underground sex economy 
was pegged at $290 million a 
year - more than the illicit sale 
of drugs and guns combined. 

Sex was also big business m 
Miami -- once again outdoing 
drugs and guns -- although the 
study sponsored by the US 
Justice Department found that 
it had fallen to $235 millionm 
2 DO7 from $302 million in 
2003 

The sex trade also shrank in 
the nation's capital, and at 
$103 million a year was in line 



with drug trafficking and well 
below the $lb0 million spent, 
on illegal guns in Washington 
The most fascinating part of 
the study came from inter¬ 
views with pimps, prostitutes 
and police who provided an in¬ 
timate, inside-look at the sex 
trade. 

Of tire dozens of pimps who 
wer e intervi ewe d in j ail, m any 
spoke openly of their prefer¬ 
ence for young white women - 
- or even girls -- because 
they're" easier to manage, d bet¬ 
ter able to blend in and are be¬ 
lieved to be what clients 
typically want 
"They have a saying in the 
pimp game, if it ain't white, it. 
amt right," one pimp said 
The pimps often imposed 
daily quotas ranging from 
$4DO to $1,000 and would 


often keep eveiy dollar earned 
as a means of control, paying 
the prostitutes in food, hous¬ 
ing, clothing and gifts 

They also, unsurprisingly, 
imposed strict rules. 

Many prohibited prostitutes 
from using hard drugs because 
it made them unmanageable 
Some said they wouldn't 
allow them to "date black 
dudes" Dr young men for fear 
they would get robbed, beaten 
or recruited by another pimp 
They typically ran relatively 
small operations of two to 3d 
people and sometimes em¬ 
ployed drivers, bodyguards, 
and even nannies 

They said they took home 
anywhere from $5,000 to 
$33,000 a week, but detail ed 
hefty expenses like hotel 
rooms, advertisement, and 
clothing, housing food or even 
tampons for their "girls." 

The internet has helped 
many sex workers avoid the 
dangers of the street, although 
many said they still end up on 
the "stroll." 

Police described their strug¬ 
gles infiltrating brothels, mas¬ 
sage parlors and topless bars 
win eh cater to specific ethnic¬ 
ities — Latino, Asian or Russ¬ 
ian and Eastern Europe an men 
— and are often run by organ¬ 
ized crime rings.

The letter said action was 
needed after the US "aggres¬ 
sion against several sovereign 


states like Yugoslavia,. Iraq and 
Libya" and attempts "to oc¬ 
cupy Syria." 

The MPs said the United 
States was * violating the 
human lights in tire world" and 
highlighted cases quoted by 
fugitive whistleblower Edward 
Snowden 

Sidy akin said the letter was 
a response to a call by US Re¬ 
publican senators Mark Kirk 
and Dan Coats for FI FA to sus¬ 
pend Russia 

"I'm not expecting to get any 
answer. I just want the FIFA 
boss to have two similar letters 


that will expose tire stupidity 
of US senators, who turn a 
blind eye to their own faults," 
Sidy akin was quoted as saying 
by Interfax news agency 

The US senators wrote that 
"in light of Russia's military 
occupation of a sovereign 
Ukraine" Russia should be ex¬ 
pelled from the 2014 World 
Cup and stripped of its right to 
host Uie 201S finals. 

Blatter has said that FIFA 
will consider political and 
human rights situations in bid 
countries before awarding fu¬ 
ture World Cups.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bernard Hopkins, already box¬ 
ing's oldest-ever world champion at 49, is looking to 
keep rewriting the record books when he faces Seibut 
Shumenov of Kazakhstan in April. First he wants to be¬ 
come the oldest unified champion, then the oldest undis¬ 
puted champion and finally the first ever 50-year-oid 
world champion. The age-defying light-heavyweight In¬ 
ternational Boxing Federation champion faces a unifica¬ 
tion tide fight against World Boxing Association laureate 
Shumenov in Washington on April 19. Hopkins, 54-6 with 
two drawn and 32 knockouts, wants to own two titles to 
force a showdown for an undisputed crown with Haitian- 
born Canadian southpaw Adonis Stevenson, the World 
Boxing Council champion who is 23-1 with 20 knockouts. 
"Stevenson is the motivation to beat Shumenov, not just 
to win butto perform well.," Hopkins said. "I cant win and 
look old." That's why Hopkins, who turns 50 next Janu¬ 
ary, says he wants his first knockout win since he 
stopped Oscar de la Hoya in 2004 to be against Shu¬ 
menov, 14-1 wtth nine knockouts. Shumenov, 30, makes 
his sixth defense of the title he took from Spain's Gabriel 
Campillo in 2010 but admits he has never faced a rival 
like Hopkins. "I know I have never faced anyone at 
Bernard's level. It will be the hardest fight of my life but 
I’ll do everything possible and impossible to get this vic¬ 
tory," said Shumenov. And the Kazakh marvels at Hop¬ 
kins, who won and defended the IBF crown last year at 
age 48. "It's unbelievable. He's a super-human," said 
Shumenov. "He is extraordinary, the best in the division. 
He has the best boxing IG and skills." Hopkins says that, 
except for iconic heavyweight Muhammad All, he knows 
best how to play on a foe's insecurities.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Los 
Angeles Lakers superstar 
Kobe Bryant will miss the re¬ 
in am der of the NBA season 
because of a nagging left knee 
injury, the team announced 
Wednesday. 

Tire 35-year-old, who in¬ 
spired the Lakers to five NBA 
titles from 20DO to 2010 and 
die United, States capture 
Olympic gold in 2003 and 
2012 , has been recovering 
from a left knee fracture. 

"Obviously tins has been a 
frustrating and disappointing 
season, hut 1 appreciate all the 
support IVe received from the 
Lakers and the fans and look 
forward to being back and 
ready for the start of training 
camp," Bryant said. 

After Bryant was examined 
Wednesday by team physician 
Steve Lombardo, the doctor 
decided that Bryant's injury 
has not healed, making it easy 
for the Lakers to let him rest 
till next season. 

"With Kobe's injury still not 
heated, the amount of time he 
would need to rehab and he 
ready to play and die amount 
of time remaining in the sea¬ 
son. we've simply run out of 
time for him to return,” said 
trainer Gary Vitti 

Bryant returned earlier tins 
season from an Achilles ten¬ 
don tear after 7 1/2 months of 
rehabilitation and played only 
six games before being side¬ 
lined in mid-Dec ember with 
the fractured left knee, which 
at first it was thought would 
see him miss only six weeks 

Despite the injury, Bryant 
was voted into the NBA All- 
Star Game by fans, but lie was 
unable to play in last month's 
elite showdown of top talent.
